Even the fire chiefs in Marin 
are not agreed on what the cou nty

first, timb er land or residences, 
in case su ch a decision is neces­ 
sary. 
Bu t the fire chiefs on K itty Op-

S o u n d i n g 
Board program this morning were 
agreed that cou nty fire equ ipment

and that the b oard of u nderwriters 
does not recognize cou nty equ ip­

homes. 
Cou nty Fire Chief Charles Reil­ 
ley repeated his stand that neither 
homes nor timb erland takes nrcce- 
dence, and that the cou nty de­ 
partm ent has enou gh equ ipment 
and personnel to fight all fires in 
Marin. 
Interviewed after the program,

Fleming of Santa Venetia, in a 
discu ssion after the radio program, 
said it is their u nderstanding that 
the primary pu rpose of the cou nty 
fire equ ipment is to fight grass, 
b ru sh and timb er fires. Heynen 
said that the b oard of u nderwrit­ 
ers does not consider cou nty equ ip­ 
ment as an adequ ate protector of 
stru ctu res 


Reilley explained that in nis 
opinion “primary pu rpose” means 
that equ ipment is primarily for 
fighting watershed fires, not to 
give primary attention to either 
homes or watershed land. 


Du ring 
the 
radio 
discu ssion, 
Heynen declared .he has heard ru ­ 
mors that the cou nty fire depart­ 
ment is for watersheds only. Alto 
formed its volu nteers to give home 
protection. 


Heynen agreed that cities are 
paying considerab ly more than u n­ 
incorporated areas for fire protec­ 
tion, and this does not seem fair. 
“We’ve come to the conclu sion 
that the cou nty fire department 
shou ld b e divided into two parts,” 
he declared—one to fight forest 
fires and the other to fight stru c­ 
tu ral fires, with assessments placed 
on each residential area so pro­ 
tected. 


EDUCATION NEEDED 
Fleming declared that the people 
shou ld b e instru cted as to how 
mu ch 
protection 
they 
actu ally 
have. “Most people don’t know 
they have a fire departm ent as far 
as grass and b ru sh are concerned, 
b u t not for stru ctu res. People seem 
to think they are protected from 
hou se fires. We don’t have all the 
necessary 
equ ipment for hou se 
fires.” 


No one ob jects to having stru c­ 
tu ral fire protection if each area 
pays its share, Ru hland stated. 
He pointed ou t that the city resi­ 
dents pay a “pretty good su m” to 
operate city fife departments and 
also pay for the cou nty fire de­ 
partm ent. 


Urging formation of fire dis­ 
tricts, Ru hland declared, “If peo­ 
ple will form a fire district, they 
are going to save money.” For ex­ 
ample, in Greenb rae the fire in­ 
su rance rate went down from $1 
to ab ou t 55 cents or less. 


Fleming said the new fringe area 
law opens the way for formation 
of fire protection areas. 


Both Ru hland and Heynen in­ 
dicated that a cou nty-wide fire 
district might b e an answer to the 
prob lem of protecting homes. 


Rest Of Island May 
Go On Public Sale 


A three-way division of Angel Island into a state paik, 
Army instllations and private property loomed as a possi­ 
b ility today. 


In Sacramento, the State Division of Readies and Parks 
annou nced it wou ld recommend to the State Parks Commis­ 
sion that 45 acres of the island b e acqu ired tor a new Marin 
state park. T he commission meets Octob er 23 in San Diego. 


Newton B. Dru ry, chief of the division, said the state 
can acqu ire b each and park land at Hospital Cove on the 
island from the federal government withou t acqu isition cost, 
according to Capitol News Service.♦- 
The area, Dru ry said, lends itself 
to the development as a yacht har­ 
b or, b u t the state will develop it 
primarily as a state park area in 
event the commission 
approves 
acqu isition. All access to the cove 
is b y b oat and Dru ry anticipates 
its # development 
as 
a 
landing 
place for b ay excu rsion vessels. 
In San Francisco, Raymond E. 
Hoyt, assistant regional director 
of the National Parks Service, re­ 
vealed that the federal govern­ 
ment has pu t a deadline on the 
proposed acqu isition of mu ch of 
the rem ainder of the island b y the 
City of San Francisco. Residents 
of the city have voted to acqu ire 
the island for park pu rposes. 


ARMY TAKES OVER

The ba rring of reporters from council 
meetings, legisla tive hea rings, public com­ 
mittee meetings a nd court tria ls is in a lea l 
sense a n infringement on your right to know. 
T o limit the press in its a ttempts to obta in 
a ccura te a nd fa ctua l informa tion is to limit 
the freedom of informa tion. 
While this newspa per condemns such pra c­ 
tices on the pa rt of public officia ls, we could 
ha rdly do so without first exa mining our 
own opera tion a nd know full well tha t we in 
every mea sure pra ctice wha t we a dvoca te.

government.”

"Too often in recent yea rs,” Rogers went 
on, "o fficials ha ve tried to prevent the pub­ 
lic from getting informa tion which might be 
emba rra ssing, on the theory it wa s confi­ 


dentia l.” 
Censorship ha s only the slimmest leg to 
sta nd on e\en when ba sed on na tiona l secur­ 
ity, beca use it lea ses open to someone* 
judgment the decision a s to wha t enda ngers 


tha t security. 
We a nxiouslv a wa it the President’s modifi- 


ca tion of censorship provisions. W e expect 
them to be ba sed on a rea listic understa nd­ 
ing of the public’s right to know. We hope 
we a re not disa ppointed.

Wha t ta kes the biggest bite out of your 
da y’s pa y? The a nswer is ta xes, direct a nd in­ 
direct, a ccording to a novel cha rt issued by 
the Ta x Founda tion. 


The Founda tion took for its exa mple a 
wa ge ea rner working eight hours a da y a nd 
with a n income of $4,500 a sea r, a ll of which 
he spends.

The ta x burden, it found, a ccounted for 
two hours a nd 34 minutes of ea ch da y s ga in­ 
ful work-fa r more tha n for food, housing, 
clothing, recrea tion, or a ny other item. 


We a ll kick a t the high cost of living. It 


would ma ke more sense if we kicked a t the 


high cost of government a nd dema nded tha t 


something be done a bout it. 


“ THE TALENTED young per­ 
son.” he decla red, “ will ha ve a 
ha rd time getting the necessa ry 
prepa ra tion for a scientific edu­ 
ca tion a nd ca reer wherever ed­ 
uca tion is domina ted by a dminis­ 
tra tors of this type. 
“ Ma ny of them a re entrenched 
In positions of power a s princi­ 
pa ls, superintendents 
a nd 
in 
sta te depa rtments of educa tion. 
This ma kes it futile to hope to 
improve 
certa in 
schools 
a nd 
school systems from within, a nd 
our only hope lies in the inter­ 
vention of educa ted citizens. 


He decla red tha t ca ndida tes in 
certa in tea chers’ colleges a re in­ 
doctrina ted with such ca tchwords 
a s ‘integra tion, motiva tion, eva l­ 
ua tion, core curriculum a nd re­ 
visionism.’ 


One Ca lifornia high school, he 


sa id, a nnounced a tenta tive pla n 
to ma ke ma thema tics Tender ¿ ta 
grea test possible contribution to 
pupils through the core courses.' 
Some of the problems In the 
‘core courses,’ he sa id, were ‘how 
ca n we understa nd our science- 
centered world a nd live securely 
In it? How sha ll we ta ke ca re of 
our senior citizens? How c» n liv­ 
ing be ma de sa fer for a ll? How 
ca n business be improved? ’ 


“ IF SUCH courses constitute 
the ‘core’ of educa tion,” Hilde­ 
bra nd a sked, “ should they not 
be trea ted the sa me wa y we trea t. 
the cores of fruit — cut or spit 
them out? 
“ Although tha t sort of thing is 
not, fortuna tely, universa l, it Is 
so widesprea d a s to impose 
a 
nea rly unsurmounta ble obsta cle 
to educa tion for serious intellec­ 
tua l ta sks. 
“ As to the va lue of such tra in­ 
ing in prepa ring students for life, 
the only life for which tha t sort 
of thing prepa res them is gla m­ 
our a nd ba ck-sla pping.” 


FAILURE TO OBTAIN a ny­ 
thing less tha n the na tion’s ma x­ 
imum possible scientific strength, 
he sa id, opens the wa y to three 
grea t da ngers: first, the possi­ 
bility of the west being overrun 
by ruthless ba rba ria ns from the 
ea st; second, the economy will 
fa lter if not strengthened con­ 
sta ntly by new scientific knowl­ 
edge, a nd third, the country will 
suffer from “ the mora l sta gna tion 
a ttenda nt upon a menta l a tti­ 
tude of- being content to level 
off.” 
Professor 
Hildebra nd's 
com­ 
ments merely empha size wha t 
ma ny pa rents ha ve contended for 
a long time, na mely tha t their 
children a re not getting enough 
educa tion out of the public edu­ 
ca tiona l system, which a tta ches 
nea rly ha lf of every ta x dolla r 
pa id to the sta te. His sta tements 
further empha size the la ck of 
proper educa tion for the poten­ 
tia l lea ders, not only in science, 
but other fields a s well.

Only a few of the men were not 
present to accept their honors. 
Some are among the 300 men in 
the prison’s summer camps, a iew 
were transferred recently to other 
institutions and a few others had 
bten paroled. 
A HANDSHAKE 
But more than 150 of them walk ­ 
ed to the front of the chapel to re­ 
ceive their honors from Homer 
J. Hasting, supervisor of academic 
instruction, and a handshak e from 
Warden Harley O. Teets.’ 
Dr. Wallace W. Hall, Marin su­ 
perintendent of schools, gave ttfe 
graduation address after Charles 
L. Gove, one of the high school 
graduates, gave

Haliinan and Maclnnis defended 
Harry Bridges, head of the union, 
and two other defendants accused 
of perjury -conspiracy .

Haliinan and his wife are on 
trial charged with evading $65,- 
221 in federal income taxes for the 
y ears 1946 through 1950. 
The government is try ing to ac­ 
count for all of Hallinan’s income 
for that period, and for this rea­ 
son called Goldblatt to the stand. 
Goldblatt testified the $15,000 
came out of a $250,000 fund the 
defense committee assembled. 
Under questioning by Prosecutor 
Mack lin Flemming, he identified 
seven 
check s, 
starting 
October, 
1949, and ending April, 1950, from 
the ILWU, usually endorsed by 
Haliinan and Maclnnis, and tot­ 
aling $16,785. Goldblatt explained 
that one of these was for $1,875 
for expenses incurred by Haliinan 
in the defense.

Teen-Age Traffic iMarin Phone Workers 
Charter Plan

PARKERSBURG, W. Va. (U.P.)— 
A disciplinary program for teen­ 
age traffic law violators has been 
devised by Circuit Judge Donald 
Black to discourage young drivers 
from future infractions and to 
familiarize them with traffic reg­ 
ulations. 
Black, who also presides over 
Juvenile court, said the plan thus 
far has proved very succe.ssful. 
When a young motorist is ar- 
rainged for the first time for reck­ 
less driving or speeding, his license 
Is turned over to a probation of­ 
ficer for a revocation period of 60 
to 90 days. During this time, the 
Juvenile must: 
1. Write in longhand all the 
provtsiwis of the city code which 
cover operation of a motor vehicle 
Including those pertaining to white 
lines, double lines, traffic lights, 
perking, etc. 
1. Write in longhand all provi­ 
sions of the state code covering 
operation of a motor vehicle. 
3. Cwnpute 
the 
distance 
an 
automobile travels at the speed of 
15 miles an hour in one second, 
and then compute the distance an 
automoblie travels for every mile 
of speed beyond 15 miles an hour 
up to the speed that the offender 
was traveling when arrested. 
The "homework” must be turn­ 
ed in and approved before the 
driver’s permit is returned to him. 
The city and state driving laws 
cover several pages. Judge Black 
explained, and when the offender 
has completed the task of writing 
them, he will be familiar with the 
regulations. 
By computing the distances 1 
covered by speeding vehicles, the 
driver is given an understanding 
of the dangers to himself and to 
other persons by speeding, he said.

Bu t it already 
looks old. Th e work was poor. Th e 
bu ildin g is dirty . 
BRICK USED MOST 
Most are bu ilt of brick. Bu t th e 
bu ilders do n ot h av e facin g brick 
In stead th ey cov er ov er th e su r­ 
face with plaster. 
Th e plaster sometimes starts 
fallin g-off before th e bu ildin g is 
ev en fin ish ed. Ev en wh en it stay s 
on it does n ot look good. It is 
u su ally pain ted with some sort of 
plaster pain t—often in a pastel 
sh ade. Th is su rface collects th e 
dirt. With in a few mon th s it looks 
bad. 
Th ere are man y brick bu ildin gs 
wh ich were in ten ded to h av e a 
piaster facin g bu t n ev er got it. 
Th ey look ev en worse. 
Sov iet Arch itectu ral design is n ot 
gen erally good. Arch itects ten d to 
pu t a lot of orn ate decoration r- 
gin gerbread—on bu ildin gs. Most of 
th is is poorly con ceiv ed, almost all 
of it poorly ex ecu ted. 
SOME IMPROVEMENT 
Nev erth eless, th ere h as been 
con siderable improv emen t in th e 
qu ality of work in th e postwar 
y ears. A good man y steel frame 
stru ctu res are goin g u p. Man y are 
u sin g rein forced con crete block for 
walls. fVIore ceramic facin g mate­ 
rials h av e been u sed th an h ereto­ 
fore. Th ere h as been emph asis on 
simplicity of design in th e in ter­ 
ests of econ omy . Th e ex ten siv e u se 
of con stru ction mach in ery h as 
lowered bu ildin g costs. 
All th ese are h ealth y ten den cies 
bu t th e Ru ssian s h av e a lon g way 
to go. I liv ed in an apartmen t 
h ou se completed in 1951 with 72 
apartmen ts for foreign ers. 
WASTED SPACE 
Mu ch space was wasted. In ou r 
apartmen t a lon g corridor cou ld 
h av e been u sed to en large th e 
th ree small rooms. No cen tral h ot 
water sy stem was prov ided. Th e 
gas an d water pipes were partly 
ex posed; so was some of th e wir­ 
in g. Th e dou ble win dows were 
poorly fitted, an d a draft came 
th rou gh th em. 
Th ere were n o wall closets, n e­ 
cessitatin g th e pu rch ase of ex ­ 
pen siv e wardrobes. Th e ch ildren 
h ad n o play grou n d. Th ere was n o 
lau n dry room. Th e h eat in some 
of th e apartmen ts was in adequ ate. 
Sometimes th e elev ator did n ot 
work. For weeks th e ambassador, 
th e min ister, th e cou n selor, th e 
first secretaries, th e secon d sec­ 
retaries, th e attach es, th e secre­ 
tary arch iv ists, th e military at­ 
tach es an d all th e rest trou ped u p 
to th eir work. Wh en I left Mos­ 
cow th is elev ator was still on e 
of th e more u n certain th in gs in 
Moscow diplomatic life. 
Almost all n ew h ou ses bu ilt ou t­ 
side cities are still log cabin s, th e 
same as h ou ses bu ilt in Ru ssia 600 
y ears ago. Th ey are well bu ilt in 
th e sen se th at th e pin e logs are 
carefu lly fitted. In between th e 
logs th ere is moss in su lation . Th ey 
are good warm h omes for th e Ru s­ 
sian win ter. 
Bu t th ey are small an d Ju st 
th in k of th e waste of good wood 
in th em! Each log cabin mu st 
h av e en ou gh to make th ree fairly 
large h omes if th e wood were 
sawed. 
Wh y Is th e Sov iet bu ildin g In ­ 
du stry so an tiqu ated, in efficien t 
an d costly to boot? For on e th in g 
th e gov ern men t does n ot giv e th e 
bu ildin g in du stry en ou gh atten ­ 
tion . It is n ot pu ttin g its best 
brain s an d ex ecu tiv es to work in 


th is field. Also, con stru ction work­ 
ers are amon g th e worst paid in 
th e cou n try . 
NOT MUCH BETTER 
Is con stru ction work on in du s­ 
trial en terprises as bad as th at on 
Moscow h ou sin g? I su spect th at it 
is n ot mu ch better. 
On e of Ru ssia’s greatest cu rses 
alway s h as been —an d still is—lack 
of roads. 
Th e statistics on h ard-su rfaced 
h igh way s are a state secret. Bu t it 
is possible to estimate th at th e en ­ 
tire Sov iet Un ion —on e-six th of th e 
world’s lan d su rface — h as fewer 
macadam, con crete an d ev en cob­ 
bleston e motor roads ou tside cities 
th an an y av erage-sized state of 
th e Un ited States. 
Th ere are a few more or less 
modern motor h igh way s. Su ch , for 
ex ample, are th e h igh way s from 
Moscow west to Min sk bu ilt before 
th e war wh ich h as for a con sid­ 
erable part of its distan ce from 
fou r to six lan es, an d also th at 
from Moscow sou th to th e Crimea 
bu ilt sin ce th e war. 
UP TO THE AXLE 
On ce off th ese few main arteries, 
on e makes th e acqu ain tan ce of th e 
Ru ssian dirt roads. Ev en wh en th e 
weath er is dry th ey are frequ en tly 
impassable for a passen ger car be­ 
cau se of deep ru ts an d h oles. Wh en 
th ey are wet on e can with in a few 
secon ds go u p to an ax le in th e 
mu d.

Su ch dirt roads are on ly pass­ 
able for tru cks with h igh clearan ce 
—an d n ot alway s for th em. 
It is difficu lt to see h ow Ru ssia 
can get alon g with su ch a road 
sy stem.

Sov iet tru cks particu larly seem to 
be stu rdy an d practical v eh icles.
